The latter carried out the plans of 
the building, even to the minutest de­ 
tail, with such exactness and sincerity 
of purpose that the creator of the 
f m agnificent building could probably 
have done no better, in bringing his 
ideas to their realization, according to 
the statem ents of those members of 
the parish whose duty it has been to 
bring to a successful conclusion, the 
»desire of themselves and the parish, 
as well as the community, that a 
church in keeping with the needs and 
aspirations of the parish should be 
erected. 
St. Mary’s new’ parish church, ca­ 
thedral like in its proportions, towers 
skyward above its surroundings in its 
downtown location, corner of North 
and North Beaver streets.

can be determined. 
The story em inatm g from Philadel­ 
phia is to the effect that Jerry C. 
South, special envoy of the Reed com­ 
mittee, who has been in Philadelphia 
in the committee’s interest in connec­ 
tion with the last senatorial elections 
has conferred with Michael Fran­ 
cis 
Doyle, 
counsel 
for 
Henry 
V. 
Dougherty 
of 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic 
state 
committee 
which 
Is 
fighting the Ladner appointment. 
The proviso for the return of the 
registration books it is reported is 
that Attorney General Thomas Bald­ 
ridge accedes to the Democrats 
de­ 
mands that he seek a writ of quo war­ 
ranto to 
test 
the legality 
of the 
Fisher appointments. 
The Democrats charge that Lad­ 
ner appointed by Fisher as one of the 
minority members of the commis­ 
sion, is in reality a Republican, hav­ 
ing registered as such in Philadel­ 
phia during the last elections. 
The law requires that three of the 
five commissioners only may be of one 
political party. Fisher claimed he was 
iniormed that Ladner is a Democrat 
and that he was appointed as such..

STARTING NEW FISH HATCHERIES 
T 


HE Pennsylvania Fish Commission will start work at once on the 
new hatchery at Tionesta, Forest county, and later on another 
at Reynoldsdale, Bedford county. 
The latter will be devoted to 
trout exclusively as are two others in the state. 
One at Pleasant 
Mount, W ayne county, specializes in bass. 
Formerly the state had a dozen hatcheries until a change in 
the policy of propagation reduced the number. Fishing interest re­ 
vived a score of years ago and six large hatcheries were developed.i 
The present tendency is now toward the old maximum number with 
greatly increased facilities at each. 
The new program is in line with studies which show that a 
longer period of rearing is needed. 
Young fry released in various 
streams suffer heavy losses through inability to cope in the battle 
for survival. Less than half of one per cent were estimated to reach 
maturity. 
Now the young fish are protected in their environment 
until they reach a length of three inches. 
At that stage they are 
better equipped to escape their natural enemies— not of course 


including man. 
The extension of their juvenile period, which was inaugurated 
this summer, necessitates an increase in the number or size of the 
refuges. 
By meeting that obligation the state continuos to justify 
the compliment paid a few months ago bv Secretary Hoover, who 
said that Pennsylvania was in the van in the production of fish.

Norristown Is First Commun­ 
ity To Join In National 
Movement. 


Street Conditions To Be Rem­ 
edied As Service Aid 
To Motorists. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 26. — 
As part of the Nation-wide move­ 
ment toward standardization of motor 
traffic conditions, the Keystone Auto­ 
mobile Club have inaugurated a serv­ 
ice calculated to facilitate the flow 
of traffic through town and boroughs 
on im portant highway routes. 
The plan advanced by the Key­ 
stone Club is th a t of offering to the 
towns and boroughs the services of 
qualified and experienced traffic ex­ 
perts in directing surveys of local 
street conditions as a prelim inary 
to the drafting of new traffic codes. 
Norristown is the first community 
of Pennsylvania and New Jersey to 
take advantage of the offer. 
A sur­ 
vey is under way, directed by W. S. 
Canning, director of the club’s en­ 
gineering departm ent, and a former 
member of the engineering staff of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
D epartm ent 
of 
Highways and a recognized expert in 
traffic problems. 
The Keystone Club's policy, in con­ 
nection with traffic regulation is out­ 
lined in a statem ent issued yester- 


day by J. Maxwell Smith, executive 
secretary : 
Club Organizes Police 
“When we organized the engineer­ 
ing departm ent we told the public 
its services would be available to any 
community in Pennsylvania and New 
, Jersey in the handling of any prob­ 
lems connected with motoring. 
The 
first call for aid came from the Bor­ 
ough Council of Norristown, which 
has a complex traffic situation. 
Mr. 
Canning, with a corps of assistants, 
has already begun the survey. 
“In offering this assistance to com­ 
munities in the two States the Club is 
actuated by the thought th a t it can 
contribute immeasurably to the com­ 
fort and convenience of the m otor­ 
ing public by facilitating the smooth 
flow of traffic through towns on im ­ 
portant highway routes. 
“W ith capable engineering direc­ 
tion replacing the haphazard systems 
introduced by laymen, both the towns 
and the motorists will be benefitted. 
To this end our surveys and studies 
will be made on a scale never before 
undertaken, except in metropolitan 
1 centres. A traffic count will be taken 
i of all vehicles entering and leaving 


j the business sections. 
Studies will 
be made of congestion at principal 
street intersections, 
with 
complete 
tabulations of the cause of delays. 
The study will include all classes of 
traffic, with particular attention cen- 
! tred on the street and steam railway 
phases. 
“From analysis of figures obtained 
recommendation for traffic control 
j systems will be made. 
“To further co-operate with the 
town, an advisory board w'ill be ap­ 
pointed, consisting of representatives 
of all the business interests w ithin the 
congested district. 
The représenta- 
| lives of the club will be in consulta­ 
tion with the advisory board at all 
times regarding the effect of any 
recommendation upon a particular 
line of business represented by any 
member of the board.”

20.—'The 
| number of divorces granted last year 
in Philadelphia, “The City of Broth­ 
erly Love”, twice outnumber those 
handed down here in 1925, it was re­ 
vealed today. 
Attorneys declare the large num­ 
ber granted here is due to the small 
amount of publicity given divorce 
cases, the comparatively small cost 
of getting marriage ties severed and 
the large list of grounds for divorce 
accepted by local courts. 
All divorce cases here are heard by 
a master after notice of the complaint 
has been filed in the common pleas 
court. The master in most cases sees 
that no publicity comes into the af­ 
fair and after hearing both sides he 
makes his report to the common pleas 
court Judge. 
Usually the report is 
favorable, then the judge hands down 
his decision and impounds the rec­ 
ords in the case. 
| 
The usual procedure takes about a 
year, with the costs ranging from 
$150 upwards to thousands of dollars. 
I 
Altogether, there are ten principal 
| grounds upon which a person may 
sue for divorce in Philadelphia. They 
are: Cruel and barbarous treatment 
with indignities to person; desertion; 
adultery: bigamous marriages; fraud, 
force and coercion; 
conviction of 
crime, marriages of blood relations; 
impotency; rumors of death; insanity 
and incompatibility. 
The procedure here, 
which 
has 
come under fire recently because of 
the practices of “shyster” lawyers and 
the increasing number of 
divorces 
granted, may be divided into three 
parts. 
The first step is the matter of want­ 
ing a divorce and establishing the 
necessary grounds for obtaining one; 
the second is the master’s hearing 
and the third is a review of the 
master’s report by the Judge which 
I results in a decree being granted or 
: refused. 
! 
Each major step 
entails 
.several 
| minor ones and usually additional 
costs to the persons whose marital 
! adventures 
have 
proved 
failures. 
However, lawyers are of the opinion 
that the only difficult part of divorce 
getting details is the waiting for the 
final decree, which is not less than 
a year from the time suit was be- j 
gun. 
The master, who is appointed by 
the common pleas court holds the 
meeting of the parties concerned in 
his office, and hears all the te sti-! 
mony. 
It is his duty to find that 
there is no secret agreement between 
the husband and wife. 
If he finds 
what is termed as “collusion,” the 
pair have meagre chances of obtain­ 
ing a divorce is this city at any time 
thereafter. 
Philadelphia is not only the divorce 
haven of the person of average means, 
! or of the middle class but for persons 
of great wealth as well who would 
rather have their marital disagree­ 
ments kept secret, 
attorneys 
say. 
Even New Yorkers come here to get 
divorces, some because of the only 
ground for granting a divorce in New 
York State—faithlessness—, and oth­ 
ers because of the small amount of 
publicity. A residence can be estab­ 
lished after a six month sojourn here 
and since New York is only a matter 
of a couple hours ride the stay is 
not so unpleasant.

JUST DISCOVERED 


Fighting days of Eddie Bowen, aged 
22, form er well known fig ite r of this 
district and more recently of W ash­ 
ington, D. C., where his home is now 
located, are probably over, as a re­ 
sult of a most unusual condition from 
w hich he has been suffering since his 
battle on May 22 at the W ashington, 
D. C., auditorium when he was kayo- 
ed by Joey Fox of Philadelphia. 
According to an item ih the W ash­ 
ington, D. C., Times of recent date 
and also statem ents of his brother- 
in-law, Officer C. C. Lockard of the 
police force of this city, Bowen previ­ 
ous to the discovery made with X -ray 
pictures about two weeks ago, had 
been living and going about since th at 
tim e with a fractured skull. 
In addition to th a t he had fought 
two other battles under the m anage­ 
m ent of Jimm y Dunn in Ohio cities 
in spite of this handicap. 
After his 
last battle, some two or three weeks 
ago, he came to the home of his 
brother-in-law here and when Offi­ 
cer Lockard went on his vacation they 
went to the little battler’s home in 
W ashington, D. C. 
Officer Lockard states th at Bowen 
had been acting rather strangely for 
some time, having dizzy spells and ap ­ 
peared to be under a m ental strain 
of some kind at times. 
This decided the officer th at the 
best course was to take Bowen to a 
specialist, which he did on getting to 
W ashington. 
X -ray 
pictures 
were 
taken and it showed thi.t Bowen was 
suffering from a fracture of the skull 
from a point in the rear around the 
right side to a point slightly in ad­ 
vance of the right ear. The specialist 
Informed him th at an im mediate op­ 
eration w'as necessary and the opera­ 
tion 
was performed at Providence 
hospital, W ashington, D. C., by Dr. 
William A. Jack, one of the 
best 
known surgeons of th a t city. 
The 
condition 
of 
Bowen, 
according 
to 
Lockard,, is good and he is improving 
and his ultim ate recovery now seems 
assured. 
Bowen was kayoed 
in the sixth 
round of his bout May 22 at W ashing­ 
ton by Joey Fox. 
He recseived the 
injury when his head struck the can­ 
vas after being felled by a crushing 
left hand haym aker from Fox. 
Bow­ 
en never received a cent for the fight, 
as police raided the auditorium and 


arrested all the principals they could 
locate. 
Bowen was confined to his bed for 
a week following the fight but quick­ 
ly dismissed the warnings th at he was 
seriously injured. 
He suffered severe 
dizzy spells as well as aches but I 
thought them due to the blows that 
were rained on his head. 
The little battler has many friends 
here who will regret to learn of his 
misfortune and hope for his speedy 
recovery.

There is Bob Meusel for instance. 
Bob the Gob is carrying on a one- 
¡an campaign, so to sj«ak. to prove 
lat he also serves who only cracks 
it singles. 
Glance at the latest batting aver- 
?es of the American league. It m ight 
a well to m ention the fact th at while 
le Yankees have made the league a 
‘ven club affair for the honor o! 
nishing second they are still listed 
i the league averages. Well, those 
I'erages, most 
any week 
end will 
low you th a t Bob is holding his 


* place betw een Gehrig and R uth in the 
averages; rolling along with the en­ 
viable average of .370 plus. 
Then glance at the more m inute 
details of the averages. Gehrig and 
R uth have reached the thirty m ark 
in home runs. The day Gehrig slam ­ 
med out his 117th base hit he had also 
collected 28 home runs. Those 117 
safeties had been good for a total of 
just 246 bases. In other words he 
had made his blows average better 
than two bases a blow. 
Ruth on the same day had hit the 
ball safely 93 times and those 93 
tingles had been good for 193 bases. 
Meusel, meanwhile, had hit safely 
7P times. Only three of his hits had 
been good for the circle. Only 28 of 
them had been stretched into extra 
bases.

Clerk Gets Your Rating 


Nearly 60,000 
Persons Are 
Listed In Credit Rating 
Offices Here. 


Bureau Has Nearly 200 Offi­ 
cial Members Who Are 
Using Records. 


Next time you ask for credit in a 
local store, and the clerk tactfully 
asks you to wait for a few minutes, 
you can know that he is getting your 
credit rating from the New Castle 
Credit Exchange. 
60,000 Listed. 
In the office of the exchange, which 
is located in the Greer building on 
Mercer street, there are kept almost 
60,000 cards on which are the credit 
ratings of as many people of New 
Castle and the surrounding territory. 
These cards are called master cards, 
and on them is the name of the per­ 
son getting credit, his address, his 
wife’s name, and any previous ad­ 
dresses. Then, by this index, a mer­ 
chant can tell what sort of merchan­ 
dise that the man bought, how much 
it cost him. and how he paid his bill. 
The purpose of the exchange is to 
“educate the people of the New Castle 
trade territory to pry their bills 
promptly,” or, as some one has put it. 


“to lake the” stall “out of install­ 
ment." 
189 Members. 
At the present time there are 189 
members in New Castle, and anyone 
who issues credit may become a mem­ 
ber. 
The association was organized only 
nine months ago. 
The local exchange is affiliated 
with the National Retail Credit Men’s 
Association of St. Louis, which con­ 
sists of over 900 local organizations 
besides the home office. In this way, 
when a party moves to another town, 
the credit bureau in the town to 
which the party has moved can write 
to the other bureau and get com­ 
plete reports of the paying habits of 
the prospective customer. 
Settle Accounts. 
Another service which the local 
bureau issues to its subscribers is the 
letter collection system, by which de­ 
linquent accounts are settled. 
This 
system consists of a series of letters, 
each of them telling the debtor that 
he owes money to the merchant, and 
that if he does not pay up, his credit 
rating will fall until he does. 
But 
the detrimental information is not 
put in the files until the debtor has 
ignored the letters. Then it is filed, 
and the merchants are notified thru 
a bulletin put out by the local ex­ 
change that the person had a de­ 
linquent account and that he did not 
pay it. 
The weekly bulletin also contains 


the names of the new members, the 
bad checks which have come back to 
the merchants, judgments filed at the 
court house, estates filed, building 
permits, 
marriage 
licenses, 
death 
records, and realty transfers. 
The information which is put on 
the master cards, which are kept at 
the New Castle office contain only 
the actual ledger experience of the 
merchants. 
So the next time the clerk tells you 
to “wait a moment, please," you will 
understand.
